SEMI-ANNUAL ADDRESS OF 
SIR KT. HAROLD 8. CROCKER 
Right Eminent Grand Commander 


May 23, 1947. 


To the Officers and Members of Grand Commandery Assembled at 
this Semi-Annual Conclave: 


Sir Knights: 


It is not only my privilege but a great pleasure to welcome 
you all, distinguished visitors and members, to the 141st Semi- 
‘Annual Conclave of this Grand Commandery. It is my hope 
that each of you may enjoy the Conclave, the association with 
your Fraters, and the entertainment prepared for you by the 
“Past Commanders’ Association.” 


Any Templar Conclave has an unusual significance in the 
busy life of its membership because of the background of the 
Great Order, because of the principles for which it stands, and 
because of the high type of individuals that have taken the 
solemn Vows of Knighthood. 


It is, perhaps, in a way, a bit more significant to me that we 
have returned today to Freemasons Hall in the City of Provi- 
dence than to some of you. Here, Templar Masonry had its 
beginning in this country. Owing to the conditions of travel 
and other causes, we have not met in this Asylum for three 
years. My particular interest in returning here, is due to the 
fact that it was ten years ago this week that I received my 
“start?” in the Grand Line by appointment of the then Grand 
Commander, R..E..Sir George T. Everett, and was installed 
that day by R..E..Sir Harold W. Sprague. 


It is not my purpose today to report on my administration 
of the affairs of Grand Commandery from November last to 
date, as it is my intention to discuss my stewardship in full in 
October. 


The new set of Tactics, approved at the Annual Conclave 
last October, has been in operation during the Inspection Year. 
With the consent of the Tactics Committee, two errors, together 
with four explanations, were corrected to clarify the intent. 
No major change was even considered for 1946-7. Some changes 
may be desirable before another year. This was anticipated 
when the final draft was made. "The reaction to the revised 
code has, however, been a happy one. 

Each Commandery has held its official Inspection with one 


exception — that one is scheduled for the coming week. Mark- 
ing at Inspections has been done by a Marking Department 
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under the direction of E..Sir Elmer H. Robinson, Inspector 
Instructor. Without fear of a single contradiction, I am happy 
to state that the marking has been much more uniform and on 
a much fairer basis, even though the grading has been lower, 
than at any time during the period of six years when the work 
was done by Inspection officers. , 


The Marking system was designed to improve the ritual and 
tactics so that every candidate—whether knighted before or 
Bier reeecuon should receive the best rendition of the Order 
possible. 


Marking is not an attempt to grade Commanderies on their 
efficiency or accomplishments throughout the year but only on 
their performance on Inspection night. . 


From data taken from Inspection reports thus far received, 
a a quarter of the Commanderies have opened in Full Form 
aus the past year only once — presumably on Inspection 

ight. It is not surprising that most of those Commanderies 
received marks in the lower brackets. [very Commandery 
puould open each and every conclave in Full Form. I believe 
fee most of the Sir Knights like to see the opening and further 

an that, it is excellent training of the Officers and Guards. I 
submit that one way to keep the guards interested in their work, 
is to give them something to do at each conclave. 


ey eeechion Reports show that over a third of the Command- 
cue Spire within the requirements of the Constitu- 
Reise e Grand Encampment or of this Grand Commandery. 
eae most often disregarded are the Bonding of 
Tita piicers—Treasurer, Recorders, and Treasurer of the 
Ta unds—and the failure to give a copy of the By-laws 
ae e ae members. I believe that over the course of the years, 
za sion Commanders have spoken of these shortcomings, but, 
G of as T can find out, no follow-up has even been sent from 
h ia ey office until this year. Some Commanderies 
Ka ee one as requested in order that they may live up to the 
ae ae of the Grand Bodies. To those Commanders 
h ave not yet done so, may I remind them that each of them 
as taken a vow of office. 


Cee this morning, you will hear a report from the Finance 
a ee who will make a recommendation for a supplemen- 
ty budget. There are four main items all of which seem to be 
mond the control of the present administration. Grand 
: cape een levied an assessment this year of 1414 cents in- 
a of the usual 714 cents per capita. This means an increase 
of nearly $900.00 over the original figures. 


For the past ten years, this Grand Commandery had as- 
qed that it did not have to report to or pay into the Social 
pec, Funds. The Collector of Internal Revenue has in- 
oe us that our suppositions were not correct. It is our 

ope and expectation that penalties will not be charged although 
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we expect to pay interest on the sum that he states should have 
been paid. No exact figures are yet available but the estimate 
is $800.00. Whatever the amount may be, it is, of course, due 
and payable on presentation. 


The annual conclave and the proceedings for last year exceed 
the budget by about $250.00 and $450.00 respectively. 


We expect, or, rather, we hope to save in other items ‘of the 
budget about $600.00. If we are successful, the extra appro- 
priations may be made, if you so vote, and paid from the 
Treasurer’s balance without asking for a transfer from the 
Grand Fund. The balance, however, next August will be ex- 
tremely small.

REPORT ON COMMITTEE ON JURISPRUDENCE 
CONCERNING AMENDMENTS TO BY-LAWS 
OF CONSTITUENT COMMANDERIES 


May 21, 1947. 


To the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars: 


Gentlemen: 


The following amendments to by-laws of constituent Com- 
manderies have been approved by the Grand Commander 
during recess of Grand Commandery and are now subject to 
review by Grand Commandery. This Committee recommends 
their approval by Grand Commandery. 


SPRINGFIELD ComMANDERY, No. 6: 


Amend Article VII by adding Section 6. “Funds in the 
hands of the Board of Trustees may be withdrawn from 
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depositories only upon the signatures of a majority of the 
Board, countersigned by the Acting Presiding Officer of the 
Commandery.” 


Grand Commandery By-Laws 


Amend Article IV, Section 1 to read: “This Grand Com- 
mandery shall hold a stated conclave in October and May of 
each year; at such time and place within our Grand Juris- 
diction as the Grand Commander shall appoint in October 
for the election and (if present) installation of officers and the 
transaction of annual business; and in May, for the transaction 
of such business as may be presented. Special conclaves may 
be called by the Grand Commander; and shall be called by 
him upon the written request of a majority of the Com- 
manderies. No business shall be transacted at a Special 
conclave except that specified in the notice or summons.” 


i Amend Article IV, Section 1, by adding the following: 

Notice of regular meetings of the Grand Commandery shall 
be sent to all members of the Grand Commandery not less 
than fifteen days in advance of the meeting and notice of 
Special conclaves shall be sent to all members not less than 
five days in advance of the meeting.” 


Amend Article VIII, Section 5, Duties of the Treasurer, by 
striking out: “He shall pay all bills that are approved by the 
Grand Commander or ordered by the Grand Commandery,” 
and substituting in its stead the following: “He shall pay from 
such funds or Monies, charging such disbursements to the 
proper appropriations therefor, only on warrants on the Grand 

reasurer signed by the Grand Commander and attested by 
the Grand Recorder. 

‘No warrant shall be issued unless the Grand Com- 
mandery shall have made by vote an appropriation to cover 
it, (save that In cases of emergency or necessity, warrants 
Gea a In writing by the Grand Commander, the Deputy 
imittes commander, and all members of the Finance Com- 
ae eee ssue on the General Fund to an amount not 
(10 g in the aggregate in any one year ten percentum 

%) of the total of that fiscal year’s budget.)” 


Worcusrer Counry Commanprry, No. 5: 


Amend Article V, Section 1, by abolishing that part of the 


article referring to life membership, that is, discontinuing life 
membership. 


Amend Article V, Section 2, “Each member, excepting Life 
members and Honorary members who are active members of 
another Commandery, shall at each Annual Conclave be 
assessed the sum of Hight Dollars as annual dues for the 


ensuing year, the same to be payable at the said Annual 
Conclave. 
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The change is to be: 


“The sum of Hight Dollars, to be changed to Ten Dollars.”

Revision of entire by-laws.

CASH

WAR BONDS 


The United States War Bonds in the safe deposit box were 
examined and checked in the presence of your Grand Treasurer 
and a member of your Committee. The savings bank books, 
mentioned above, were verified at the same time. 


A detailed summary of students’ loans for the past year is 
shown in Exhibit D. ‘A complete list of accounts, broken down 
into principal and unpaid interest, as of December 31, 1946, 
plus the service charges for 1947, has been prepared and a copy 
has been given your office. This list can be followed up through- 
out the year so that your Committee may have information of 
the standing of accounts quarterly, if not monthly. I have sug- 
gested that all receipts be broken down on the deposit sheets into 
principal and interest, in order that all items of interest may be 
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cleared up before payments are applied to principal. This 
should reduce the total of unpaid interest. ‘5 


RESERVE FUND—OFFICE EXPENSES 


In accordance with previous custom, we have added the 1946 
excess of income over expenses to the reserve fund at the close 
of 1945. Your expense this year was well under the eighty-five 
percent of income.

last October. This will add $893.00 to the per capita item in 
this year’s budget. 
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Grand Encampment informed Grand Commandery several 
years ago that social security payments were not required on 
account of officers and employees of Grand and Constituent 
Commanderies. The tax authorities have now ruled that this 
was in error and that current and back taxes are payable, with 
interest. This will cost Grand Commandery approximately 
$800.00. 


The cost of printing the annual proceedings exceeded the 
budget figure by $450.00. 


The budget item for the annual, Brockton and semi-annual 
conclaves was $1,300.00; divided as follows: Annual Conclave, 
$900.00; Brockton Conclave, $150.00; and the Semi-Annual 
Conclave, $250.00. The cost of the Annual Conclave was 
$1,181.92 and the Brockton Conclave was $148.75, making 
the total cost $1,330.67. The estimated cost of this Semi- 
Annual Conclave is $250.00. 


Insurance, bonding and auditing charges exceeded the budget

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON NECROLOGY 
October 15, 1947. 


Right Eminent Grand Commander 
and Members of this Annual Grand Conclave: 


Your Committee on Necrology respectfully report that the 
record of the past Grand Commandery year shows that two 
Past Grand Commanders, a Past Grand Generalissimo, thirty- 
five other Past Commanders, and four hundred five Sir Knights 
laid down the working tools of life to receive from the Grand 
Commander of the Universe his evaluation of their labors. 
Their names together with those of the Right Eminent Grand 
Recorder of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the 
United States of America, the deceased Active Grand Officers 
of other Grand Jurisdictions, and the deceased Past Grand 
Commanders of other Grand Jurisdictions, will be attached 
hereto and made a part of this report. 


Official cognizance of the passing of Right Eminent Sir 
Knight Arthur Stevens Vaughn, Past Grand Commander on 
March 17, 1947, and Right Eminent Sir Knight William Osborne 
Tuckerman, Past Grand Commander and Grand Recorder of 
the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and the Ap- 
pendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island on May 28, 
1947, has heretofore been taken by Right Eminent Sir Knight 
Harold 8. Crocker, Grand Commander of this Grand Juris- 
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diction and suitable memorials in each case were promulgated 
and transmitted by him to each subordinate Commandery to 
be read by his Order at the next Stated Conclave after their 
receipt at the Head of the Lines. Eminent Sir Knight Ralph 
Alanson Robbins, Past Grand Generalissimo, whose death 
occurred on February 5, 1947, was compelled by impaired 
health to relinquish his position in the Grand Commandery 
Line on the eve of his elevation to the office of Deputy Grand 
Commander, after having given to our Institution many years 
of devoted and conscientious service. His life was not only an 
honor to Templary but his record as a dispenser of Justice in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts bears evidence that his 
Hera and Templar virtues were an integral part of his very 
eing. 


As we extend our Knightly Sympathy to the bereaved of the 
departed Fraters whom we this day memorialize, we would 
remind them that the transition from Time to Eternity to the 
Templar is but the consummation of living. Through his belief 
in the Immortality of the Soul, death is shorn of all its terror 
and the hour of his departure becomes but the apotheosis to 
which his Masonic, Templar, and Christian training has bidden 
him look forward with joyous and earnest expectation; and were 
our departed Fraters to speak to us today of their Faith and its 
fruition as they came to the Sunset of Life, no greater or grander 
reconciliation to the Will of the Grand Commander of the 
Universe would they ask, we believe, than that we merge with 
them our loss and their gain, and unite with them in the thought 
so beautifully expressed by Alfred, Lord Tennyson— 


“Sunset and evening star, 
And one clear call for me;

When I put out to sea: 
But such a tide as moving seems asleep,

INSPECTIONS 


Each Commandery held its annual inspection in accordance 
with the schedule ae Mee The total epoanes aro 
a loss of 1% from the previous year. The sasribers (0) ee 
manderies inspected, showed a decrease of 57. ‘The ne - 
visitors was almost identical with that of 1945-1946. The 
suites were much larger than in the previous year—an increase 
of 13 per cent. At four inspections, the assigned ores vie 
unable to be present. In two cases, because of illness an a 
other tivo, the Division Commanders were away on trips. he 
assignment for the Inspection was in each case, given 2 an 
officer who had not previously inspected the particular Com- 
mandery. 
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MARKING 


Seven years ago, the Marking Department, that had been in 
existence for many years, was placed in the discard. The 
Division Commanders assumed that responsibility without an 
adequate instruction and without any experience. As a result, 
marking was anything but uniform and comparison of work with 
similar gradings was repulsive. Effort, on the part of many 
Commanderies, to attain the high state of perfection that they 
once enjoyed, was rapidly decreasing. The work performed had 
very definitely declined. The accomplishments of years of labor 
had reached a new low point. 


A comparison of the marks attained this year with those of 
seven years ago, will bear out this statement when it is realized 
that marking this year was on an exact level with that done in 
the years of the Marking Department. That is, as far as it is 
possible to be the same, considering the personal equation. 


With one exception, the Past Grand Commanders and the 
Council Officers agreed that a change was necessary from what 
had been in operation for six years. 


We, therefore, returned to the “old” Marking system. Re- 
luctantly, E..Sir Elmer H. Robinson, who was one of the best 
of the marking officers in the former set-up, consented to asume 
the duties of Inspector Instructor. Having been an Assistant 
Inspector Instructor before becoming a line officer, I realized as 
well as anyone the difficulties that would be manifest. Sir 
Knight Robinson felt that the office of Inspector Instructor 
would be the most unpopular one in the Grand Commandery. 
I disagreed with him, believing that uniformity, impartiality, 
and fairness would be appreciated, if not applauded, throughout 
the Grand Jurisdiction. To E..Sir Robinson I extend not only 
my personal thanks but also that of this Grand Body for the 
excellent work he has done. My thanks also goes to his corps of 
assistants whom he trained so well in one short year that the 
marks were unusually consistent. It was a difficult assignment 
and I repeat the statement made at Providence, at the Semi- 
Annual, “without fear of a single contradiction, I am happy to 
state that the marking has been much more uniform and on a 
much fairer basis, even though the grading has been lower, than 
at any time during the period of six years when the work was 
done by Inspecting Officers.” 


It is my firm belief that the marking system has been responsi- 
ble for the high grade of work done in this Jurisdiction over the 
years. There is now an incentive for each Commandery to 
improve its work. In the coming year, we will, no doubt, see 
the highest mark attainable gained by some of the Com- 
manderies. 


Official Order No. 2, issued on November 12, 1946, announced 
the marking system used during the year. 
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We asked information this year as to how many times each 
‘Commandery opened in Full Form. Bay State reported sixteen ; 
Pilgrim, nine; Worcester County, Hugh de Payens, and Soa 
semane, seven each. There were 15 Commanderies that opene 
in Full Form only once—Inspection Night. This is an mneisotion 
of the depth to which tactual work slipped in six years, already 
referred to. If a Commandery wishes to keep up interest among 
its guards, it must give them work to do. Every Commandery 
should open every Conclave, stated or special, in Full Form. 


TACTICS 


The new set of Tactics adopted at the Annual Conclave last 
October was put into immediate operation. 


At the invitation of the Eastern Massachusetts presen 
Councils Club and the Knights Templars Officers ai ea 
of Rhode Island and Southeastern Massachusetts, I pe 
and explained the revisions.

The total expenditures for the past fiscal year, including the 
items that were budgeted and the amount of the direct appro- 
priation for the 1946 Triennial amounted to over $2,500.00 
more than the income for the fiscal period. 


While on the subject of finances, it is with pleasure that we 
can report that one Commandery—Athol No. 37—had no 


outstanding dues to collect at the date of their Annual Conclave 
in 1946. 


It is not pleasing to state that over $26,000.00 in back dues 
is outstanding to the other Commanderies. We have urged 
each of the Commanderies, who had excessive amounts in 
arrears, that immediate steps be taken to collect as much of this 
delinquency as possible. 


FAILURE TO COMPLY TO CONSTITUTIONS AND 
REGULATIONS OF GRAND ENCAMPMENT 
AND GRAND COMMANDERY 


At the Semi-annual Conclave, we made the comment that 
there were several Commanderies that were not living up to the 
requirements of the Constitutions or the Regulations of this 
Grand Commandery. 


In many of these cases, I had personally called the attention 
of Commanders and Recorders to the shortcomings of their 
respective Commanderies when I acted as their Inspecting 
Officer. The information was placed on Inspection Reports and 
mailed to Grand Commanders, Deputy Grand Commanders, 
and the Grand Recorder. As far as the records show, no action 
was ever taken by a Grand Commander or a Grand Recorder. 


The Inspection Reports showed 
19 Commanderies that did not give a copy of the By-laws to 
“every candidate upon becoming a member of a Commandery” 


as required by Article III, Section 2 of the Regulations of this. 
Grand Commandery.

Nine Commanderies did not require a bond from their 
Treasurer and a similar number of Commanderies did not hold 
a bond for the faithful discharge of the duties of the Recorder. 
There were 22 Commanderies that had not bonded the Treasurer 
of the Board of Trustees of funds. 


Grand Encampment in Section 75 of its Constitution provides 
for the first two officers to be bonded and Article XIV, Section 7 
of the Constitution of this Grand Body requires that all three 
“shall give a bond for the faithful performance of his duties.” 
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Each Commander received a letter or letters following the 
receipt of the Inspection Report requesting that, the delin- 
quencies be rectified. There were 32 Commanderies that re- 
ceived their letters for one or all of the black marks against them. 
All but 10 did as requested prior to September first. 


One week before the date of the stated Conclave of Leet of 
the 10 Commanderies, an official Order was sent. This order 
cited the fact that every Templar had taken a solemn v a i 
support and maintain the Constitution and Laws a Lae ec : 
Commandery and the Constitution, Laws, and Ec se 0 ee 
Grand Encampment and that each officer had renewed the v 
upon assuming office. 


Each Commandery was ordered to comply with the require- 
stents and the ordes tnd to be read at, the head of the lines st 
the September Conclave, “its instructions put into eee 
operation and a report thereon returned to me eS Ww a 
after the date of the said stated conclave.” This Order, 0 ance 
went out over the signature of the Grand a ey aoe 
Acting Grand Recorder, and the seal of this Gran 
mandery. 


All of the ten Commanderies carried out the provisions of the 
order.

ASCENSION SUNDAY SERVICE 
By Oniver Commanpery, No. 36 


On Easter Sunday, in 1946, Olivet Commandery No. 36 held 
re outdoor service at the Manning Bowl in the City of Lynn. 
Pproximately 18,000 people were in attendance. 


This year, again under the leadership of Sir Knight Robert 
W. Hutchinson, a service was held at the same place on May 
18—Ascension Sunday, at 3:30 in the afternoon. The weather 
did not bless the service this year as it did in 1946. Rain greatly 
reduced the number of the turnout. There were, however, 
6,000 of the faithful in the stands and another 1,000 gathered at 
the First Methodist Church due to the Confusion over the 
Postponement. ‘Twenty-six Commanderies of this Grand 
Jurisdiction were represented by 800 Sir Knights who marched 
into the Stadium under escort of the Aleppo Temple Shrine 
band which consisted of 80 pieces led by Walter Smith. 


The same triangle and cross formation so effective in 1946 
was again used this year, 
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The program consisted of a choir of 400 voices from the 
various Protestant churches of Lynn under the leadership of 
Dean Hanscom, Director of the Apollo Club of Boston, with 
Sir Knight J. Henry Paige at the console of the organ. Miss 
Alice Farnsworth, soprano soloist of Tremont Temple, was the 
guest soloist. The address was given by Dr. George Albert 
Fallon, Pastor of the Wesley Methodist Church of Worcester, 
Mass., who gave a most inspiring address on the unity of the 
Protestant people. 


The program was an inspiration to all who attended and the 
only regret was the inclement weather. 


GRAND ENCAMPMENT GENERAL ORDER 
NUMBER 1 


Excerpts from the Grand Encampment General Order No. 1 
were formulated into our Official Order Number 4 and sent to 
the several Commanderies under date of February 15, 1947. 
We attempted to give all the information contained therein that 
was vital to the Constituent Commanderies in order that they 
might carry out the requirement of Grand Encampment as 
enacted at the Triennial at Houston, Texas. 


DISPENSATIONS 


Reluctantly, but in accordance with the provisions of the 
Grand Constitution, dispensations have been issued to eleven 
Commanderies to receive petitions and ballot thereon at the 
same stated conclave.

December 11, 1946—Sir Galahad Commandery No. 52 to hold 
a special conclave in Concord, Massachusetts for the purpose 
of working the Orders of Red Cross and Malta in full form 
on candidates. 

December 27, 1946—Newburyport Commandery No. 3 to 
exemplify the Inspection and Review and fill the various 
offices of St. Mark Lodge, Newburyport, Massachusetts. 


January 13, 1947—Worcester County Commandery No. 5 to 
elect a Trustee of the Permanent Fund. 

January 21, 1947—Palestine Commandery No. 10 to exemplify 
the Inspection and Review and fill the various offices in 
Robert Lash Lodge, Chelsea, Massachusetts. 

January 24, 1947—Boston Commandery No. 2 to invade the 
Grand Jurisdiction of the State of Maine for the purpose of 
making a fraternal visit to Portland Commandery on Monday, 
April 14, 1947. 
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April 28, 1947—Narragansett Commandery No. 27 to hold a 
special conclave in Wakefield, Rhode Island for the purpose 
of working the Order of the Temple. 

April 3, 1947—St. Johns Commandery No. 1 to hold a special 
election to fill a vacancy on the Board of Trustees.

GRAND RECORDER 


Following the death of our Grand Recorder, the aan 
Officers met and discussed the problem of replacement. c 
also considered whether or not a part time office might be Bi = 
lished. Advice was sought from the Past Grand Commanders 
on both subjects. 
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It was finally decided that the office of Grand Recorder 


should be filled on a part time basis rather than on full time. 
Office hours have been set from 1:00 P.M. to 4:30 P.M. daily. 
Compensation was, of course, decreased accordingly. 


I am happy to state that, after the qualifications of all 
mentioned for the appointment had been carefully weighed, it 
was the opinion of the Council Officers that E..Sir William H. 
Evans, Grand Warder and a Past Commander of Bay State 
Commandery No. 38, was best fitted. He was accordingly 
appointed and installed on September 29, 1947. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. We previously cited the fact that the expenditures for the 
last fiscal year exceeded income by over $2,500.00. Later this 
morning, you will hear the budget recommendation for next 
year, a copy of which you received with your call for this Con- 
clave. It provides for an expenditure of $1,500.00 above in- 
come. This budget can be adopted and the bills paid and there 
will still be a very small balance in the Treasurer’s funds. This, 
however, is not good business. For that matter, neither is it 
good business to use the income from invested funds to pay 
current expenditures. Our Grand Fund should be increasing in 
size at least by the amount of dividends its investment brings in. 


Costs of operation of Fraternal Bodies have increased as have 
cost of operating all other endeavors, including the individual’s 
struggle to pay his bills as inflation spreads throughout the land. 


_ As a temporary expedient only, for it is not the solution to our 
financial problems, I recommend that Article XVIII, Sec. 2 of 
the Grand Constitution be amended in the eighth line by 
adding after the word “cents” the following: “plus the amount 
of the per capita dues assessed by Grand Encampment.” At 
the present time, as the tax is 1414 cents, it would increase the 
per capita tax to each constituent Commandery from the present 
50 cents for each member returned, to 6414 cents and would 
Increase the income of this Grand Body about $1,874.00. The 
cost to the several Commanderies would range from $8.99 from 
the smallest to $124.70 for the Commandery with the largest 
membership. Incidentally, that would use only a small amount 
of the delinquent funds that each Commandery should collect. 


In order that Grand Commandery funds may be placed in a 
more sound condition now, I recommend that an assessment be 
levied today and payable within three months upon each Com- 


mandery at the rate of 1414 cents for every member returned as 
of September 1, 1947. 


2. A questionnaire was sent to the several Commanderies and 
past and present Grand Officers by the Very E.-.Deputy Grand 
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Commander. He wished to know whether or not the Marking 
System, as used during the past year, was satisfactory. He 
reported at a meeting of the Eastern Presiding Council Club 
that an overwhelming majority approved. In order that no 
whim of some future Grand Commander be allowed to change 
over our present system without consent of this Grand Body, I 
would recommend that Constitutional provisions be made to 
protect your desires. 


3. Section +8 (a) of the Constitution of the Grand Encamp- 
ment of the United States of America provides that the Grand 


Commander shall “see that the Constitution . . . of the Grand ‘ 


Encampment, and the Constitution Laws and Regulations of 
the Grand Commandery are duly and promptly observed. 


We quote also from the Approved Decisions of the Grand 
Masters of the Grand Encampment as follows: 


Decision No. 35 by Most E..Sir Newby in 1925 “A Grand 
Commandery which fails to enforce the Grand Encampment 
laws may have its charter arrested.” 


Decision No. 89 of Most E.:.Sir Lloyd in 1901 “A Grand 
Commander cannot restore a charter arrested by him. 


As reported previously in this address, the following Com- 
manderies have not lived up to the requirements of this Grand 
Body and have not done so as ordered by your Grand Com- 
mander: 


It has been my earnest desire to live up to my vow of aioe: 
I did not wish to arrest a Charter that I could not restore if and 
when a Commandery, which was delinquent in its duty, pro- 
ceeded to conform to Constitutions and Regulations. 


In order not to place the Charter of this Grand Body in 
jeopardy, I recommend that this Grand Commandery ee 
the incoming Grand Commander to order the above name 
Commanderies to conform to the requirements of the ee 
stitution and Regulations on or before the 15th day of No- 
vember, 1947 or arrest the Charters. 


~ (All Commanderies named in this report, complied with the 
Regulations previous to the printing of this report). 


CONCLUSION 

As I arrive at the end of my year as Grand Commander, there 
is a mixed feeling of regret and of relief as I lay down my 
responsibility. I am indeed grateful to all of you for allowing 
me to hold the highest office within your gift. I have enjoyed 
serving you. I shall always prize the friendship, the loyal 
support, and the fine spirit of cooperation given to me. I 
realize that I have not accomplished all that I had planned but 
retain the hope that, in your eyes, my administration was not 
a complete failure.

Tuckerman, who, as Grand Recorder, was of great help to me 
as long as he lived. I would be indeed ungrateful if no mention 
were to be made of Miss Dorothy M. Fowler, Secretary to the 
Grand Recorder. It is amzaing to me that, in less than one 
year’s service in the office, she could have taken over the re- 
sponsibility of the Grand Recorder and run that office so 
successfully. My sincere thanks to her. 


As we usually say in introducing a suite, “last but not least,’’ 
I cannot properly thank E..Sir William H. Evans, my Grand 
Warder, for the excellent service he has rendered through all 
the years. His thoughtfulness and his every effort to always 
lighten the load will never be forgotten. To him a “great big 
thank you!”

was proposed as follows: 


Amend Article VIII, Section 5, Duties of the Treasurer, by 
striking out: “He shall pay all bills that are approved by the 
Grand Commander or ordered by the Grand Commandery,” 
and substituting in its stead the following: “He shall pay from 
such funds or monies, charging such disbursements to the proper 
appropriations therefor, only on warrants on the Grand Treasurer 


signed by the Grand Commander and attested by the Grand 
Recorder. 


“No warrant shall be issued unless the Grand Commandery 
shall have made by vote an appropriation to cover it, save that 
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in cases of emergency or necessity, warrants approved in writing 
by the Grand Commander, the Deputy Grand Commander, and 


all members of the Finance Committee, may issue on the General, 


Fund to an amount not exceeding in the aggregate in any one 
year ten percentum (10%) of the total of that fiscal year’s 
budget.” 


This was brought before Grand Commandery at the Semi- 
Annual Conclave on May 23, 1947, and after discussion, it was 
voted that the matter be tabled and that a committee be ap- 
pointed to study the proposed amendment to Article VII, 
Section 5, of the Grand Constitution, the matter of the fiscal 
year and other matter relative thereto. 


In accordance with this vote, this committee was appointed, 
and it has given a considerable amount of study to this whole 
matter, and has met with the first four officers of Grand Com- 
mandery and received their advice and comments, and it now 
recommends the following substitute amendment to the 
Constitution of this Grand Commandery: 


Amend Article VIII, Seetion 5, Duties of the Grand Treasurer, 
by striking out: ‘He shall pay all bills that are approved by the 
Grand Commander or ordered by the Grand Commandery, 
and substituting in its stead the following: “He shall expend 
monies of the Grand Commandery in such sums as are necessary 
or expedient in support of the budget when approved by the 
Grand Commander; he shall expend such other sums of monies 
from other appropriations that are voted by the Grand Com- 
mandery; he shall also expend further sums of monies of the 
Grand Commandery, when in the discretion of the Grand Com- 
mander, and Deputy Grand Commander, an emergency exists 
that warrants other expenditures, provided, however, the 
payment of such other expenditures has the approval of the 
Grand Commander and Deputy Grand Commander, as well as 


a majority of the members of the Committee on Finance.” 


“The Grand Treasurer with the approval of the Grand Com- 
mander is hereby authorized to continue expenditures oe 
operations following the close of each fiscal year, at the rate an 
in the manner authorized by appropriations for said fiscal year, 
until the Grand Commandery makes an appropriation for the 
succeeding year, or provides otherwise. In cases of expenditures 
during this interim period in excess of the budget items of the 
previous fiscal year, it also shall be necessary to have the 
approval of the Deputy Grand Commander and a majority of 
the members of the Committee on Finance. All such expendi- 
tures of the interim period shall be included in the budget for 
the succeeding fiscal year.” 


This committee also proposes that the Committee on Finance 
shall consist of three members as at present, but that each serve 
for three years, the term of one member of the committee 
expiring each year; and to accomplish this we propose, that 
Article EX of the Grand Constitution be amended as follows: 
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Section 1, add, after the words, ‘On Finance, of three mem- 
bers,” the words, ‘‘one each year for a term of three years.”’ 


Section 3, insert, after the words, “shall consist of three 
members,” the words, “appointed after the adoption of this 
amendment as follows, one to serve until the next Annual 
Conclave, one to serve until the second following Annual Con- 
clave, and the third to serve until the third following Annual 
Conclave, and thereafter at each annual conclave, one member 
to be appointed for a term of three years’’.

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Tur GRAND ComMANDER: I would like to postpone new 
business and everything that has been laid on the table until 
after lunch. You are not going to lunch yet. You have some- 
thing that is a real treat in store for you. The Most Eminent 
Grand Master is going to speak to us again at this moment, and 
it is with a great deal of pleasure, personal pleasure, that I 
present him again to you. 


Most Eminent Sir John Temple Rice, from the Lone Star 
State of Texas, also claimed by Virginia, where he was born. 


MOST EMINENT SIR JOHN TEMPLE RICE 


Right Eminent Grand Commander and Sir Knights: I assure 
you that the few remarks that Iam going to make at this time 
will not take a great amount of your time. It is not necessary 
for a Grand Master to come into a Grand Commandery like the 
State of Massachusetts and Rhode Island and the Providence 
Plantations and the Appendant Orders and tell your own Grand 
Commander and point out to you the things you ought to do and 
all these facts and figures. So you will not be delayed very long 
in getting to your lunch, I promise you. 


I would like to say just these words in the beginning. I 
recognize all the dignity, and all the purple and all of the red 
and all the green and all the gold that is here this morning, and 
I am perfectly willing to accord to each and every one all te 
prestige or whatever you want to add on to it, but, after all 
think in a conclave like this when we are deliberating for the 
benefit of Templary in this State, and the benefits that may 
acerue therefrom to the Grand Encampment and to Templary at 
large, that we may all meet and see each other and get ideas and 
the heart touch. It is possible for us to do this, Sir Knights in 
this conclave, with so many Grand Commanders here, and so 
many members of the Grand Encampment that I have been 
wondering to myself if it could be possible that this was a 
comparatively small social conclave of the Grand Encampment. 


They all seem to be in a good humor this morning end yet 
they probably have problems that are vexatious to them, bac! 
in their respective districts. I take it from the smile ey ae 
wearing this morning and with the fine reception that the Grand 
Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island gave them, 
that they aré glad to lay aside the responsibility for a while, come 
into this Grand Commandery, get ideas and work out for them- 
selves what they will do later on, and all that kind of thing. I 
think you all feel that everything is all right, as far as Templary 
and the Grand Commandery are concerned, and in my opinion 
it is all right. Tough problems may confront you. I assure you 
that there are problems that arise every day with us, and I know 
you too, have some of them. 


I propose that in the city of San Francisco from Sept. 16 to 
Sept. 23, 1949, we may discuss these problems, so until that time 
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you can go right on in your district, doing whatever you please, 
so long as it is not in conflict with the constitution and regu- 
lations of the Grand Encampment or of the Grand Commandery 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. You know what the rules 
are as well as Ido. You have confidence in your men here, and 
you have those who worked in Templary long before some of 
the Grand Commanders were ever thought of. I have had a few 
years, but you were working in Templary before I put in any 
appearance in the State of Virginia or the State of Texas, either 
one. I want to tell you how glad I am to have this privilege of 
coming to you and bringing to you and the subordinate Com- 
manderies the greetings of the Grand Encampment, as well as 
those of Templars wherever Templars are scattered and dis- 
persed. 


Iam happy to bring their greetings to you and to tell you that 
the same fine progress you are making in this State in every 
Commandery is going on in every other Grand Commandery in 
the United States. While you are not in a faint hearted attitude, 
but in a fine mood, you are being inspired and refreshed by the 
work that is going on in Templary. Every State has had an 
increase in membership. On the other side the fees are coming 


in pan it all helps to make a fine showing and do a fine piece of 
work. 


Spiritually, I think the feeling of Templary has never been 
finer than it is today. I have had Sir Knights tell me, “If any- 
thing ever happens to the uniform, you are wrecked.” But I 
have had them say, “If you can hold the line and not let the 
Order be changed, everything is going to be all right.” If I ever 
do get into a Commandery, with all due respect to the fine 
ritualists all over the country—if I ever do get into a Com- 
mandery and see the Orders conferred without any deviation 
from the ritual, I shall really try to hold right to the line, but 
the difficulty is going to be with the Commandery that confers 
the Orders strictly according to the ritual. So I give you that 
as an added thought. 


There are so many other things. “If we could have more 
social features,” or do this or that, Templary would be all right. 


You know we all have these pet schemes, but I tell you, Sir 
Knights, I think the finest part of the whole thing, as I said a 
moment ago is the spiritual tone of Templary in this country 
today, and I have been impressed with the marvelous advance- 
ment not only on this trip, but prior. I have been in some four 
or five Grand Commanderies, and I tell you there has been a 
marked advancement in that direction. I was delighted this 
morning in hearing the magnificent report or address or what- 
ever nomenclature you may desire to apply to the allocution of 
the Grand Commander. 


It was a fine piece of work, and gives you a resume of the 
grand work he has done. I think the position of Templary is 
very, very safe. I think you might be interested to know some 
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of the things that are being done all over the country in the other 
Grand Commanderies. I would not for a moment have you 
think I was bringing something from another state to tell you 
what you should do, but I think you would be interested in 
knowing what others are doing. I do not know that there are 
any of the officers of the Grand Encampment that are interested. 
After all, we might.remember that in 1949 we are going to 
California. In 1952 to Atlantic City. We have an invitation 
from the Sir Knights, voted unanimously, to go to Denver in 
1955. I will accept the invitation, but I won’t be in the chair 
then and it will be up to somebody else to get out of it the best 
way he can. It shows you what they are doing. 


In Illinois they had a fine parade, with 1500 in line. They 
passed through the principal streets of Springfield, marched into 
the Armory and had a fine gathering. After that they had a 
fine ceremonial with about twelve candidates. It made a fine 
showing, but I do not say that I am particularly concerned about 
doing a lot of high power advertising and all that sort of thing. 
It is not a bad thing to have the fellows get out once in a while, 
blow the dust off their uniforms, and give the people a chance to 
see Templary at its very best, and in one of its finest phases, 
costumed in its finest, giving the benefit of the things we have 
been talking about all through the year. Some of the things 
went pretty fast. The moths had been having a banquet there, 
but they finally put them out in the sunlight and it was all right. 
We were showing our colors there and that Commander had a 
fine Commandery to do with. 


I thought you would be interested in that. I think it aes 
general interest to our Grand Commanderies to know what the 
others are doing. 


In Ohio they had a very fine service on the evening preceding 
the conclave, and the great Scottish Rite auditorium was 
packed. There were always a lot of people at those affairs that 
were standing around in the balconies: I think it is a bad bee 
to have those avenues of exit blocked, but they were to Aah 4 
that goes along with it. It is not all religious, entirely. A is i 
said to me afterwards, ‘Do you know, I couldn’t help but loo 
at that jewel. It is the most beautiful thing I ever looked at a 
my life.” I said, “I would like to take it off and let you sei 
it, but I am afraid you would be giving more attention to ie 
jewel, scintillating “with diamonds, than you would to the 
ceremonies.” She said, “That is all right. I can see and hear at 
the same time.” 


That shows how this thing goes. It was fine and I think you 
would be interested in that as a contribution to the Templary 
of this country. 


Then I came up here to New Hampshire, and I think I had 
one of the greatest inspirations it has ever been my pleasure to 
experience. I found up there one of the most magnificent groups 
of Knights Templar that I have ever been among, I think. Believe

it or not we found the champion ice cream eater, probably of 
America, right in that conclave. I am telling you it was some 
match. He is here this morning and you might get a chance to 
see him if you are right next to him, don’t you know? But here 
is the thing that paved the way to that. I inadvertently said 
I never had seen such foliage on the trees and there was a river, 
all of the colors. It was Heaven above and Heaven below, from 
the time we crossed the line into New Hampshire. Then I got 
reminded that all these things were to be seen from Boston to the 
State line. I made a mistake there. 


Then I was all set to come back and see the beauties of the 
State on the north side, and get an added inspiration, not only 
from a geographical standpoint, but for my own edification. 
Before I got back, my good friend Rines, with whom I was 
riding got into a terrific jam at Salem, New Hampshire. People 
were coming from the races and lo and behold, we were parked 
right there. 


It didn’t bother me at all. I did not have anything to do 
except to get to Boston in time for yesterday. I had come one 
way and I was coming back another, but I did get just a glimpse 
of it going over and it was magnificent. I did not mean to tell 
Harold I had not seen these beauties in Massachusetts, because 
I have been nearly all over this State in years gone by, but it 
is always fine to come up here and have an opportunity to visit. 


Then I came to this Grand Commandery and realized that I 
was in the very spot, almost, where Templary originated in this 
country, and where the banners of Templary have been carried 
by the Sir Knights of those two great States for so many years 
and of the contribution that you have made to Templary in the 
years that have passed, and I think that each and every one of 
you can appreciate just how I feel in coming into the presence 
of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 
I am not unmindful of the grand men that have composed the 
membership of the Grand Encampment who have been placed 
there by your votes. You haven’t any of them in the Grand 
Encampment line from New England now, but I am pleased to 
express a strong admiration to have followed in the Grand 
Encampment one of my illustrious predecessors, Most Eminent 
Sir Harry Gilmore Pollard, Past Grand Master of the Grand 
Encampment of the United States. 

I just want to say I appreciate all the words you said, and all 
the environment thereof to the extent of all those things, 
whether it is true or not, or whether they are but words, but we 
know Harry’s attitude as to their being true. 


It is very pleasant to be here, and to see the esteem in which 
you are held by your Grand Commandery. I hope that the 
years before you will be many, and that they will-be as rich as 
the colorson those fine trees all over this State at this time of year, 


I was coming through Cleveland the other day—you fellows 
are too young to remember, but I am older. 
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It was like an old-fashioned excursion. You got on the train. 
You did not have any Pullman, but there was a diner and the 
thing you liked was the picnic basket. We were coming down 
the other night and had almost reached the armory of the Grand 
Encampment. I never saw as much golden rod as I saw there. 
It was beautiful. There were the reds of the trees and the gold 
of the trees, and along the train, mile after mile and mile after 
mile you could see as true a purple, a royal purple as you could 
have found. It was like a royal reception. If you don’t believe 
it, some of these days go there and ride and you will see the 
colors, the rich green and the red and the purple. 


Then we come into Massachusetts and we stand here on the 
spot, almost, where the Grand Encampment was founded; 
where you had commanderies even before the Grand Encamp- 
ment was formed. You must realize, Sir Knights, the con- 
tribution that had been made in the past by the Templars of 
those two states to the Grand Encampment. It is a fine back- 
ground. We are the recipients of it, and we appreciate the 
heritage that is ours, but I want to say to you now that you 
can’t live on this fine heritage, and you can’t live on that fine 
background and that enthusiasm for what the Sir Knights of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island—and the Providence Planta- 
tions—have done. You can’t live on that only. You must have 
action and if you want to make a contribution to Templary, it 
depends on the 12,000 Knights Templars of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. Your job in this Grand Commandery and your 
contribution to Templary will be just what those 12,000 or 
14,000 Knights Templars make it. 


The job is yours. The story of the past is yours. The great 
Templars did not all live in the ages that are gone. They are 
alive today. I think the Grand Commanderies of this country 
today have as many men, strong in more than one sense, as it 
has ever been my privilege to know. 


I have seen some of the finest men become members of the 
Grand Encampment and I pay this tribute to them. 


I predict for the future of the Grand Encampment, not a 
anything I shall do or any action of mine, but by the concerte 
action of the members of the Grand Encampment, coming from 
all these States by their accomplishments In their own Grand 
Commanderies, one of the finest contributions it Is possible to 
make. 

I believe Templary is increasing in numbers, increasing nN 


strength. It is making a great contribution and it is having 
influence. You cannot have so many men interested in an 
organization without having an influence. It is safe today, and 
the prospect is just as bright as it has been in the past. On the 
stage of Templary there will appear from year to year fine men 
who will lead this organization forward in the principles that 
these Christian orders stand for. 


What else can be expected? What else have we a right to 
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expect, except to work, not for what we may get out of it, but for 
what we may make this Order mean, not only in Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island, but in all the other Grand jurisdictions. 


I believe, Sir Knights of this Grand Commandery, that 
Templary is on the march today, and we want to keep it on the 
march. Iam very happy and proud of the accomplishments that 
Templary has made through the years, to make life happier and 
easier and better and with a renewed respect for their duty, as 
they go along through life. 


I did not intend to take up this time. I don’t know whether 
lunch is ready or not. If it is, I know we will all be wanting to go. 


I want to say you have given me a tremendous inspiration to 
help me along and this has come to me as the richest experience 
that has been mine, the privilege of coming into a Grand Com- 
mandery and having about me those that are wearing the red, 
and those that are wearing the purple, and those who are wearing 
this kind of a cross or that kind of a cross, and having the 
privilege of meeting you and each and every one of you Knights 
Templar. I don’t care whether you are Past’ Grand Com- 
manders or Past Commanders or what you are, as long as I am 
satisfied you are Knights Templar and interested in Templary 


All these offices are yours. You have created them; you have 
made us, and you have had confidence enough in us to follow 
us, but we are only your servants. You are the ones that set 
the pace. 


I often think the Sir Knights of the Grand Commanderies 
and constituent commanderies are far ahead of some of the 
officers that we have, and I say that in all kindness and with all 
due regard for those who have served. Now let us go forth and 
work more diligently for the advancement of this Order. Let us 
work day by day and not wait until five or ten years from now, 
but get busy, and right now is the time to make a strike. I hope 
all these Commanders, Captains General, Generalissimos and 
Past Commanders that are here this morning in the interest of 
Templary will plan to labor busily for the administration of 
your affairs. I hope every one of you will go back to your Com- 
manderies with renewed vision and renewed enthusiasm to work 
for Templary. - You will do your share by doing your own job. . 


It is fine to be here and have the opportunity of meeting you 
and to say these few words to you. I hope our paths will cross 
again in the not too far distant future. If they do not cross any 
where this side of the Mississippi, let us all be in San Francisco 
in 1949 for one of the greatest Triennials that, Templary has ever 
had in this country. I am delighted to know that these two 
great States here are making arrangements and planning to be 
out in California in 1949.

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AFTERNOON SESSION 


Tue Granp Commanper: Sir Knights, will you please resume 
your seats, so we may proceed with the work of the Conclave. 


Sir Knights, we have with us this afternoon a member of one 
of the other York Rite bodies, the Grand High Priest of the 
Grand Chapter of Massachusetts. He has to be good, because 
he comes from Brockton. I present to you Most Excellent 
Ralph W. Copeland, Grand High Priest of the Grand Chapter 
of Massachusetts. 


MOST EXCELLENT RALPH W. COPELAND 


Right Eminent Sir, Distinguished Guests and my Dompantand 
and Sir Knights. I am pleased to be here. It is a strange aut 
of fate that as a member of Bay State Commandery and as the 
head of the Grand Chapter, I can be received and pry ueeed to 
speak to you by another member of Bay State Commandery, 
who is presiding over this Grand Commandery. I do not aad 
when, in the historical setup of the York Rite bodies, that 
particular situation has arisen before, if ever before. 


It is a pleasure to come here. I wish to Conerapulste ae 
Grand Commandery and congratulate Harold for the sp _ ue 
job which he has done during the past year. Of course a new 
he would because when I was head of my local chapter he nee 
the Scribe of my council, and he was well trained, so of course e 
Grand Commandery had to be well governed this last year. 


I bring you the fraternal and cordial greetings of some 22 
thousands of Chapter Masons. We have just finished a rey 
successful year, in so far as members are concerned. we ave 
had approximately 1400 new exaltees. You rolls only go 
about half of them. What is the matter with you! 


Weare the proving ground for this organization. You who have 
possibly heated me going around this CommmonyentDs fhe ast 
year and a half or two years have heard me make the - 2 Semen 
that there are two things that have survived the tee a ae 
One is the Christian religion and the other is me se ne 
fraternity. The rest, the dictators, the czars, the | ne ras 
all passed across the stage and have vanished and are for ea ae 
except for the student of history, but Christianity ah é ° 
Masonic fraternity still go forward. Why? Hoe ee i e 
reason for this; there must be a definite reason, and as 1 have 
said before it is because we have in the Masonic fraternity ie 
thing that includes the fatherhood of God, the brotherhoo Co) 
man, and the equality of the individual with his brother man, 
and his relation to his Creator. It is a philosophy of life that ie 
needed today possibly more than ever before in the history 0: 
the world. 


But in the Commanderies you have both that philosophy of 
life as given by the Prince of Peace and the philosophy of life 
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which has been worked out by the individual person, culminating 
in the Masonic fraternity. So you have the greatest opportunity 
of any of those who would stand up and call themselves by the 
proud title of Master Mason and Sir Knight. So if you are 
faltering, it is not the fault of the organization; it is the fault of 
the individual. 


In other words, I am not so much interested in getting more 
men into Masonry as I am in getting more Masonry into men. 
Until we put our efforts into getting the principles upon which 
this philosophy of life is founded, which we believe in and which 
we have taken our vows in this Order and the Commandery to 
support—until we get that philosophy thoroughly inculeated 
into the individual’s life, so that when he walks up and down the 
streets of his community, you can pick him out with pleasure 
that you know him as a Sir Knight—until that time comes, we 
are not fulfilling our vows as Christian Knights. 


These are strenuous times. There are forces working right 
here in the city of Boston today, meetings of certain organi- 
zations, and if they are successful, then we must fall. 


As a Masonic fraternity stand up and be counted for the 
things which you know to be right. Stand up and be counted 
for those things which you have vowed as individual American 
citizens as you walk up and down this grand old Commonwealth. 


As I leave, I want to say, “Thank you, Harold” for all the 
courtesies that you have bestowed upon me during the years of 
travel that I have had with you, going around and being with you. 


The York Rite bodies of Massachusetts have no friction, as 
they work hand in glove, and if w ecan do it, then you in this 
body can work as the top and culmination of Christian living. 
You have all the rights; you have all the privileges; you have all 
the honors. 


_T hope, Sir Knights, that you will prove worthy of the proud 
title of Sir Knights of this Grand jurisdiction. 


THE Granp Commanper. At the meeting this morning, Sir 
Knights, the Most Eminent Grand Master alluded to the fact 
that we had a champion in our midst, who could eat more ice 
cream than any one else, but I have a pretty good member of 
Bay State Commandery when it comes to that line of work, and I 


am sure he would have won a test with the Grand Commander 
of Maryland. 


I give you Right Eminent Sir. J. Edward Collins, who, I am 
sure, has a word to say at this time. 


RIGHT EMINENT SIR J. EDWARD COLLINS 


Right Eminent Grand Commander, Most Excellent Grand High 
Priest, Distinguished Visitors and Sir Knights. At the present 
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time I am just a little too full for words. The Grand Master 
and I did have an ice cream eating contest up there in New 
Hampshire where the foliage is so beautiful, but I did not know 
that he was running a race with me until after he gave up the 
ghost. I was considerably younger than he was and able to take 
more punishment than he was capable of taking, so under those 
conditions he declared me the winner. 


This is the first time I have been in the Grand Commandery 
of Massachusetts. With your Grand Commander and these 
other Grand Commanders, I think it is the fourth jurisdiction 
we have been together in. I have grown to knowhim and love him. 


I understand the Grand Commander in this jurisdiction is 
retiring and we are sorry to see him go out of office. We hope 
he will continue to travel around with us. We have one other 
Pilgrim, from the Grand Jurisdiction of New York who some- 
times travels with us. He is here today. It is like old times to 
be with them. 


We claim down there in Maryland that we are the oldest 
Grand Commandery in the United States. The Grand Com- 
mandery of New York, of which I am a Past Grand Commander 
was organized shortly after you Yanks up here finished shooting 
bullets at the red coats. So it is a pleasure to me as a Past 
Commander of the oldest Commandery in the United States to 
come to the oldest Grand Commandery in the United States. 
We preceded your organization by a few years. We only nay e 
a small Grand Commandery, fourteen Commanderies. WEE ° 
not talk in such large numbers as you do, but we do try to confer 
the degrees in the same manner as you do, and we know as long 
as we continue to do that, that Templary will survive, whether 
it is in Maryland or whether it is Rhode Island and Massa- 
chusetts. Harold, it is a pleasure to be here. 


Incidentally, Sir Knights, as he 
finished up with the Grand Commandery of Rhode Island and 
Massachusetts, that is the way he addressed me at one time. 
Some of the older men cannot remember names.

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It is a very real pleasure to have been invited again to be 
present in the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. Your geniality, your sociability, your fraternalism is 
of the finest and the fact that you are a has-been, ready to take 
office in the oldest Grand Commandery in the nation means that 
you exemplify more than any other, that brotherliness, and that 
loyalty and continuity of purpose which is so essential to the 
propagation of our Order. It is an inspiration to be in your 
midst. Thank you. ’

I have traveled a good many miles with this Sir Knight from 
down South. We have been friends for some time and have had 
happy days together.

Master. I am very happy to bring to you, fine Sir Knights of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the greeting and felici- 
tations of the 3500 Templars of the small Commonwealth. It is 
one of the younger Commanderies, only the third. 


You good fellows from up in this section of the country have 
always talked of our magnificent hospitality and I have been 
down there and basking in that wonderful hospitality myself, 
but we'can’t hold a candle to the hospitality of the New England 
section of the.country.

Master. I was on the carpet and I was down stairs. The carpet 
was a little bit heavier than coming up here and I was observed. 
It is a privilege for Right Eminent Sir Riley, our Eminent Past 
Grand Commander and myself to be with you at this Conclave. 


In coming up on the train last night we had visions of being 
in this room before, and so I would like to convey to each of the 
Sir Knights here the very sincere and friendly greetings of the 
Knights Templar of the State of New Jersey. On last Monday 
evening we received in Lebanon Commandery, New Jersey one 
who had a demit for more than twenty years. He joined by 
affiliation, Sir Knight George E. Stringfellow, who is the 
Illustrious Potentate of Salaam Temple. We had to welcome 
George, who was an old friend of mine.

J cannot help but think with all this talk we have about the 
subversive bodies that are trying to tear down the structures 
of our government here and perhaps the governments through- 
out the world they are comparatively small in number. The 
numbers that were interested in the Nazi movement in Germany 
were particularly small, and it is said today that in Russia the 
number of actual Communists over there is even less than our 
membership in this Order here in the United States. We are 
only one branch, and when we think of and read of this trouble 
that is being fomented all over the world and is being brought 
about by this small group of men, it always seems to me that 
we have a wonderful opportunity to spread our tenets to much 
better advantage than these “subversive groups,” as we call 
them, have of spreading theirs. The difference is that they are 
linked closer, perhaps, than we are and that is one of the reasons 
why as a Past Grand Commander, I have always taken a great 
deal of pleasure in being able to visit other Grand jurisdictions 
and in that way to set an example and in that way tying in our

Enivent Srr Pixs: We have already accepted the Budget 
for the coming fiscal year. What is going to become of this 
Assessment? Is it going to be applied to the Per Capita Tax, 
or is it going to be thrown into the General Treasury, or what 
is going to become of it? 


_ Tue Granp Commanper: You have adopted a Budget which 
is $1500.00 or thereabouts in excess of your estimated income, 
This money, if appropriated, would a little better than balance 
the Budget by about $300.00. 


Anything else to be said on the question? Are you ready for 
the question? All those in favor of the Assessment, as the 
motion was made, will raise their hands. Any opposed? 


This Assessment is unanimously made. 


Tue Granp Commanpver: Is there any new business to be 
brought under the head of New Business? 


Granp Rucorper: Right Eminent Grand Commander, the 
following proposed amendment to the Constitution has been 
submitted for printing in the call for the Semi-Annual Conclave 
to be held in May and for action at that time. 


The following amendment to be added to our amendment to 
Article VIIL, Section 5, for adoption at the Semi-Annual meeting. 


Amend Article VIII, Section 5, Duties of the Treasurer, by 
adding thereto the following: 


During the interim period between the close of this Grand 
Commandery’s fiscal jyear and its Annual Conclave, the 
Treasurer may draw against the General Fund for such necessary 
charges as salaries, rent, telephone, Annual Conclave, and 
office incidentals, and he will, immediately thereafter the 
adoption of the new budget at the Annual Conclave, charge such 
expenditures as have been made during this interim period to 
their proper classification in the new budget. Any other 
emergency expenditure necessary during this interim period 
may be made upon approval, in writing, of the Grand Com- 
mander, Deputy Grand Commander and a majority of the 
Fiance Committee.

SUBJECT: Tacrics 


To the Eminent Commanders, Officers, and Sir Knights of the 
Constituent Commanderies of this Grand Jurisdiction: 


GREETINGS: 


With the consent of the Committee on Tactics, the following 
clarifications are recommended: 


1. Disregard statement on page 12 that Warder will give 
White Robe to Junior Warden. Follow tactics on page 49 
“Warder shall pass White Robe to Senior Warden.” 


2. Page 12, under the caption “Divisions and Escort’’ gives 
authority to use an Escort composed of Sir Knights other than 
those in the First and Third Divisions. 


3. Page 17, at end of seventh line following “acdgly,” add 
“(W hd sal, C G swd sal)”’ 


4. Page 19, change next to last word in line 11 from “after” 


to “while”. This will conform to similar instruction in the last 
line on page 60. 


5. Page 28, lines 12, 18, and 14. There is confusion as to the 
exact place the Wardens should take when Triangle is reduced. 
It is ruled that, if the Senior Warden is in the proximity of the 
right of the First Division and the Junior Warden is in the 
proximity of the left of the Third Division when the movement 
starts, then the provisions of the Tactics are carried out. A 
new ruling will be laid down next year! 


6. On page 66, assume that, after the manual of the sword is 


completed, a paragraph is inserted that reads exactly as the one 
on page 64, just above the caption “Colors to the Line.”

No event could have more forcibly reminded the Grand Com- 
mandery of the verity of the words of Scripture ‘In the midst 
of life we are in death,” than the demise of our Right Eminent 
Grand Recorder. He was with us at our Semi-Annual Grand 
Conclave in Providence on May 23rd, seemingly hale, vigorous 
and ebullient with his accustomed geniality, optimism and 
friendship. Few men possessed the gift of making friends to a 
greater degree than did Sir Knight Tuckerman, and probably 
no man had fewer enemies. It had been well said of him, that 
he lived every profession that he made, and that his greatest 
delight was in doing some deed of kindness or thoughtfulness for 


a friend or an acquaintance. 


William Osborne Tuckerman was born in Hyde Park, Massa- 
chusetts on October 24, 1878, the son of John H. and Mananda 
M. Tuckerman. 


Fdueated in the schools of Hyde Park, after his graduation, 
he was employed for many years as Sales Representative for the 
Bradley-Hubbard Company of Meriden, Connecticut, and at 
the time of his death was New England Sales Representative 
for the Crest Company of Chicago, Illinois. 


His Masonic Record dates from November 19, 1903 when he 
wag raised to the Sublime Degree of Master Mason in Hyde 
Park Lodge A.F. & A.M., Hyde Park, Massachusetts. 
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He was exalted in Norfolk Royal Arch Chapter, Hyde Park

Masters on April 4, 1907 and Illustrious Master of Hyde Park 
Council Royal and Select Masters 1925-1926. .
